G. C. Reed, in a forceful address, 
pointed out the urgency of keeping 
together and promoting the U.F.A. and 
U.F.W.A. If the members will get the 
spirit of co-operation and the co- 
operative conscience, there need be 
no anxiety for the ultimate success 
of the farmers’ movement. } 

.Hon. Perrin Baker, minister of edu- 
cation, referred to the development of 
the province since its organization and 
gave some very interesting and en- 
lightening figures ‘to’ emphasize ‘the 
growth. There were 6,115,000 acres in 
wheat last year as compared with 223,- 
000 in 1905, or thirty times the acre- 
age, while the yield was twenty times 
greater. The area in oats in 1905 
was 476,000 acres, while in 1926 there 
was six times that amount, while the 
yield was.over 12,000,000 or twenty 
times greater. The total value of the 
products has developed from 20,000,- 
000 in 1905 to 264,000,000 last year, or 
thirteen times as much. The number 
of creameries has increased from 13 
_ to 99, while there is now twenty-five 
times as much butter produced as 
there was at the beginning of: the 
province. The cheese factories have 
increased in number from 8.to 15, and 
the production. has increased , from 


109,000 Ibs, in 1911 to1 1350,0 000 ):in 1926, .

City” Wins Against Action for Damages 


The damage action brought by Mr. 
T. O, Felland against the City of We: 
taskiwin was tried before Mr. Justice 
Walsh at the Supreme Court Sittings 
here this week. It was alleged by the 
plaintiff that the City of Wetaskiwin 
had neglected or refused to furnish 
him with electric power in connection 
with the operation of a feed mill in 
the eastern portion. of the city. The 
plaintiff's complaints dated back to 
the years 1919 and 1920 and consider- 
able evidence was adduced by the 
plaintif\ and defendant respectively, 
The presiding Judge dismissed the 
aetion with costs, holding that there 


never was a real application made to 
the City of Wetaskiwin for power, 
The evidance indicated tha. the City 
was anxious to sell p-wer and there 
was no reuscn why power should not 
have beea given if a proper applica: 
tion had heen made,

IN SIGHT FOR ALBERTA 
NEXT YEAR, IT IS SAID 


Edmonton, Noy. 10.—More and 
better gravel roads in Alberta will 
presumably be the basis of next year’s 
highways programme, in anticipation 
of which some preliminary investiga: 
tion is now being done by the public 
works department, 


C. A. Davidson, commissioner of 


highways, is preparing a report for 
the government and the highways 


board on his recent trip of inquiry in 


several eastern states, on which he 
looked carefully into various methods 
of surface-treating gravel roads, and 
this will be submitted shortly. 


H. P, Keith, chief district engineer 
>of the highways: branch)"his gone this 


week to St. Paul, where he {s' now be- 
ginnig an inquiry into ways and means 


| ginning an inquiry into ways and 


means of maintenance and equipment 
for keeping up roads thus treated. 

. The data thus obtained from both 
the construction and maintenance 
ends will be before the government 
when its policy for next year is be- 
ing determined and will be considered 
with a view to adopting similar 
methods in Alberta. 

Some 3,000 miles of federal and 
county roads were covered by Mr. 
Davidson in the states of New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Wisconsin and. Minnesota. 

In company with him were officials 
of the Manitoba government. 

The surface treatment of gravel 
roads by the use of tar and asphaltic 
oil as dust palllatives and for the 
purpose of conserving the road ma- 
terlals was the point especially in- 
vestigated, 

In Ohio and Wisconsin particularly 
this type of surfaced treatment was 
found to occupy a prominent place in 
the seasonal work, and full details 
drawn up. 

County highways in those states on 
which there was already a_ six-inch 
compacted road bed of gravel were 
surfaced with a floating course of 
fine material, and the cost was put 
at $1,500 per mile. Such a road is 
said to be equal to sustaining a traf-
